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Continuation of 13. Other: The applicant makes arguments regarding previously amended limitation of "tranmsitting to the server, a 
request that the client is to be identified in the list of the plurality of content providers as an additional content provider that provides the 
content file". The applicant first makes the argment with respect to the 1 12 1 st rejection that the disclosure supports this limitation because 
the "request" is made when the request is submitts a request for the distribution tool. However, as claimed the limitation presents the 
"request" to be added to the list after the distribution tool has been appliend to the requestor. This leads one to believe reading the claims 
that the request to be added to the list of cotnent providers is separate from the request from the distribution tool As currently claimed the 
claims make it appear as not all clients are put on the content provider list unless they request to be added to the list, therefore you can 
have content providers who are not on the provider list. However, this interpreation is not supported by the applicants disclosure nore is it 
supported by applicants arguments which state that when they request the distribution tool they are requesting to be added to the content 
provider list. When reading applicants arguments and disclosure one is lead to believe that anyone who received the distribution tool(via a 
request) are automically added to the content provider list. As such the limitations are taught by the prior art of record.. 
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
